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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

[01] The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S.* Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

[02] Claims 1,2,4 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Niida 
(2002/0045801). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

[03] The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

[04] Claims 5,6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Niida 
in view of Tamaoki (4,757,347). 

Response to Arguments 

[05] Applicant's arguments filed 2/21/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

[06] Applicant contends that Niida is not directed toward a capsule endoscope. Niida 
discloses a "capsule endoscope" in so far as he anticipates the recited structures. 
The preamble is given limited patentable weight based on the fact that there are 
no structurally limiting recitations of a "capsule." 

[07] Applicant further contends that "the temperature detection means (27) [disclosed 
by Niida] is not disposed within the endoscope but in a peripheral device." It is 
maintained that the temperature detection means disclosed by Niida composes 
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the endoscope disclosed by Niida, of which a lighting unit is a necessary 
component.
